Attached is the letter that was sent in the USPS today notifying Z Consulting of the Village's 
intent to terminate our services contract after the 30 day notice period.

This document shall serve as the formal agreement under which Z Consulting 

(“Consultants”) will represent the Village of Schiller Park as legislative counsel. The 

terms and conditions of the agreement are stated below: 

1. The Village of Schiller Park retains the Consultants to represent its interest in 
business development, marketing and other governmental matters before legislative 
bodies, administrative bodies, boards and commissions within the State of Illinois, as 
well as advise and consult on matters concerning the City of Chicago. 

2. This Agreement shall take effect December 1,2018 until midnight, November 30 
2019. 

3. The Consultants shall devote such time and effort in performance of its duties as may 
reasonably be requested by the Village of Schiller Park. The Consultants shall be 
available to meet with the Village of Schiller Park or its representatives on a regular 
basis. 

4. In complete consideration for the services to be rendered under this agreement, the 
Village of Schiller Park shall pay the Consultants for their services the amount of 
$5,000.00 per month for as long as the contract is in effect. 

5. The Consultants shall treat information relating to the activities of the Village of 
Schiller Park in these matters as private and confidential and shall not disclose such 
information to any other party unless asked to do so by the Village of Schiller Park. 
This covenant shall survive the termination of this agreement. 

6. The Consultants shall register with the appropriate office of the State and local 
governments in consultation with the Village of Schiller Park, and shall take whatever 
action may be necessary under the laws of the State of Illinois in order to fulfill its 
duties under this agreement. 



7. It is understood and agreed that the operations of the Consultants are those of an 
independent contractor, and that the Consultants have the authority to control and 
direct the performance of the details of the sendees to be rendered and performed. It 
is further agreed that the Consultants are not employees of the Village of Schiller 
Park, and that the Consultants are not, except as herein provided, subject to control by 
the Village of Schiller Park. 

8. The Consultants shall consult with, and secure the approval of the Village of Schiller 
Park or its designee prior to undertaking any actions, whether verbal or in writing, 
including but not limited to, the preparation and/or dissemination of position papers 
or other materials. 

9. This agreement shall be personal to the parties and shall not be assignable or 
transferable in any way without the express consent of either party. 

10. It is understood that either party may terminate this agreement with or without cause, 
upon thirty (30) days written notification 


If the foregoing accurately reflects the understanding reached by The Village of 
Schiller Park and the Consultants, please sign this document in the space indicated below.
